Answers to Questions for Inclusion in Addendum #1

QUESTION: Would the City consider removing the requirement for airport experience and
just say parking experience without the number of spaces in a single location but more the
aggregate of the combined spaces throughout an operation.

RESPONSE: No.
QUESTION: Please provide a copy of the current Labor Union contract.

RESPONSE: The City is not a party to any labor union contract regarding the parking
operations management service at the Airport. However, a copy of the Labor Union
Contract between Standard Parking Corporation at Atlanta International Airport and
NAGE/SEIU dated January 3, 2011 has been attached for your review (Addendum
Attachment No 2).

QUESTION: Please provide a copy of the current contract for Parking Operations
Management Services.

RESPONSE: Documents regarding the current parking operations management
services are open and available to the public. However, the City has chosen not to
provide such documents in response to requests posed through this procurement
process. The current contract, inciuding its scope of service, is broader than the
contract the City is trying to let through this procurement and believes providing
such information may be unintentionally misleading to prospective proponents.
Public documents may be requested pursuant to the Georgia Open Records Act
(O0.C.G.A. sec. 50-18-70, et seq.); however, please note that due to the volume of
information sought through an open records request, such information may not be
available until after the date proposals are due under this procurement.

QUESTION: Wil the HJAIA Parking Manager recuse them self from the Evaluation
Committee as was done in the past?

RESPONSE: The H-JAIA Parking Manager will not be on the evaluation committee for
this project.

QUESTION: Should proponents create a Subcontractor Project Plan document, or will the
Office of Contract Compliance provide the format for this document?

RESPONSE: Form EBO#3 located in Appendix A is provided by The Office of
Contract Compliance for all proponents to submit their Subcontracting Plan. This
form is not to be altered or recreated.

QUESTION: Please clarify the location in the RFP which describes the requirement of Joint
Venture as was stated muitiple times at the Pre-Proposal Conference.

RESPONSE: There is no Joint Venture requirement for this RFP. However, the city
strongly encourages the use of Joint Ventures.

QUESTION: Would the Department of Aviation at the Hartsfield — Jackson Atlanta
international Airport be willing to consider a slight modification (15,000 space requirement)
in the bidder gualification requirements in order to receive more competitive bids?

RESPONSE: See modification to Section 3, Minimum Qualifications of Part 1 of the
RFP set forth in the attached documents below.

QUESTION: What is the total contract value based upon? Is it operating expenses or is it
the management fee?

RESPONSE: The management fee paid to the prime contractor.
QUESTION: What is the current bond amount for the current contract at the Airport?

RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.

QUESTION: Can we get a copy of the performance bond currently in place?
RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.

QUESTION: Duration on performance bond - can it be renewable on an annual basis? or
does it have to be issued for the entire initial term?

RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.
QUESTION: is the coét of the bond a reimbursable expense?

RESPONSE: No. See page 102 of the solicitation document.

QUESTION: Can we get a copy of the current operating contract for this operation?

RESPONSE: Documents regarding the current parking operations management
services are open and available to the public. However, the City has chosen not to
provide such documents in response to requests posed through this procurement
process. The current contract, including its scope of service, is broader than the
contract the City is trying to let through this procurement and believes providing
such information may be unintentionaily misleading to prospective proponents.

QUESTION: What operating expenses is the operator responsible for that will come out of
our proposed management fees?

RESPONSE: Any non-reimbursable expenses and any liquidated damages assessed
against the prime contractor.
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QUESTION: What is the current management fee being charged by Standard?

RESPONSE: The current management fee payable to Standard Parking for Contract
Year 5 (the last year of the Term) amounts to $423,408.

QUESTION: Shuttle operation - can we get a breakdown on the amount paid in shuttle
repairs per month by vehicle for the last 12 months?

RESPONSE: Please see the information attached marked Addendum Attachment No
1 in response to this question.

QUESTION: RFP page 102, i: This section mentions a proposal guarantee but we could
not find any additional reference to a proposal guarantee in the document. Could you
please verify that a proposal guarantee is required and the amount?

RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.

QUESTION: RFP page 240, || RFP page 262 defined "Total Contract Value" as total
management fees paid prime contractor during the initial term of the Agreement. |s this the
number we should use when determining the amount of the Performance Bond? It is
industry standard to have the bond annually renewable, we are assuming this is
acceptable. Please confirm.

RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.

QUESTION: RFP page 19, ltem 5. This section discusses an eight (8) month budget. At
the meeting it was mentioned that you wanted submitted a full year's budget. Please clarify
what you would like us to submit.

RESPONSE: See modification to item #5, of Part 3, Evaluation of Proposals of the
RFP set forth in the attached documents below.

QUESTION: RFP page 101, Section 9. Exhibit A, Scope of Services, discusses
reimbursement for the transition budget. Does the City want that transition budget included
in the first year budget numbers or separately in the transition requirement section?

RESPONSE: The transition budget should be included in the first year’s budget.

QUESTION: RFP page 143: This section defines the number of shuttle buses (94),
courtesy carts (7), Trucks & Vans (33) that the selected parking operator will manage. Our
insurance charges us different rates based on if the vehicles transport the
public/passengers (not employees). Can you identify, out of the 33 trucks and vans, how
many are currently used to transport passengers/public?

RESPONSE: Presently, four (4) of the 33 Trucks and Vans are used to transport
customers.

QUESTION: RFP page 240, Item G:  The requirements for Fidelity/Crime Bond calls for
" ..an amount not less than 100% of the total vaiue of the contract..." Can you define this

Other than the information provided above for Questions 23(e) and 23({f), the City will
not provide any additional information. See response to question no. 13 above.

QUESTION: Currently does the airport have a valet parking management system in place?
if so can you please provide the year, make, and model of the system?

RESPONSE: Yes. It is fully integrated with our parking revenue control system,
ASCOM Transport System {now Xerox) instailed the system and it was tested and
accepted in 2012.

QUESTION: Is the current parking revenue control system PCl complaint? If not, what
plans do the airport have to get there, whose responsible for monitoring the PCI
compliance, the airport or the operator; and at whose cost?

RESPONSE: Yes.

QUESTION: Will valet parking service be offered at the International terminal location?
RESPONSE: No, not at this time.

QUESTION: How many spaces does the airport intend to allocate for the service?
RESPONSE: Assuming this question relates to the valet parking service, the Airport
has allocated up to 300 spaces; however the actual number will depend on the
demand.

QUESTION: Does the airport have a current area to wash and detail vehicles?

RESPONSE: No.

QUESTION: In the pre-proposal meeting the OCC representative stated the with this
project only proposals from Joint Ventures entities would be aceepted. This statement was
guestioned and reaffirmed. However, in our review of RFP document, no such requirement
has been found. Indeed, language throughout the document indicates that submitting as a
JV is one option but not a requirement (for example see Part 1, Section 3..."Where the
Proponent is a joint venture...”). Please clarify this matter.

RESPONSE: Please see answer to question #6.

QUESTION: Please provide a detail of staffing for shuttle services currently providing
services for the Park & Ride routes.

RESPONSE: See page 202 of the solicitation documents (RFP Attachment 9) for the
information the City has to provide regarding this question.

QUESTION: It has been noted that there.construction is currently impacting the use of
shuttles for the North Terminal. Please provide the estimated time of said construction and
provide the Airport’s intent of shuttle service once construction is complete.

RESPONSE: Completion of the roadway improvement is anticipated in early winter
2014.

QUESTION: Section 3 on p. 8 of 275 has minimum gualifications; for joint ventures. If a
joint venture submits where no one participating firm holds a clear majority share, i.e.
50%/50% or 40%/40%/20%, will the JV meet the minimum qualifications so long as one of
the partners meets the minimum qualifications?

RESPONSE: If a Joint Venture is utilized and in using the example given in your
question, 50% to 50% or a 40% to 40% to 20%, if one of the firms with 50% interest
and 40% interest has the minimum qualifications then the Joint Venture will meet the
gualifications. The Joint Venture agreement must be signed by all the parties
{(companies) involved in the Joint Venture.

QUESTION: Does Section 3 A (and 2.1.1/2.1.2) require the JV to be licensed to do
business in GA at the time of proposal submission?

RESPONSE: There is no Joint Venture requirement for this RFP. However if a Joint
Venture is utilized each company in the Joint Venture should have their own
individual business license.

QUESTION: Section 13.2 provides the right to audit as 6 years after termination of the
Agreement. Would the City consider modifying this tanguage to be a rolling 6 year period.
After ‘year one’ of the contract, Service Provider would maintain the documents for 6
years?

RESPONSE: No, the City will not make the suggested change.
QUESTION: Section 15: Service Provider's damages against the airport are limited to the

total of all charges paid during the current year. Would that be a limit of the management
fee?
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RESPONSE: Yes, the maximum aggregate liability of the City willi not exceed the
amount of the management fee payable to the Service Provider during the operative
year of the Agreement.

QUESTION: Section 17: Would the City consider changing this language to allow the
Service Provider the ability to terminate for an event of force majeure lasting 30 or more
days.

RESPONSE: No, the City will not make the suggested change.
QUESTION: Exhibit A, | B 1: Is equipment repair cost reimbursable?

RESPONSE: Yes, after the appropriate authorization is received, See the terms of the
attached Agreement and the additional documents attached thereto.

QUESTION: Reimbursable expenses on p. 103 of 275 Will software licenses and
maintenance agreements for PARC be on the list?

RESPONSE: See modification to Exhibit A, Scope of Services section IV (A) ltem
#7{a) of the RFP set forth in the attached documents below.

QUESTION: Piease provide a defail of liquidated damages assed during the term of the
current parking management contract with options.

RESPONSE: Recently, a $2,000 liguidated damages assessment was issued to the
current service provider for failure to submit timely reports to DOA in accordance
with the terms of the contract. This is the only occurrence of DOA assessing
liguidated damages against the current contractor.

QUESTION: Are the current employees represented under a collective bargaining
agreement? If so, which union represents the employees?

RESPONSE: Please see the Responses to Questions No. 2 and 13 above.

QUESTION: RFP Document Part 2, section 2.2.1.3 requires that we include a proposal for
valet parking. However, the described scope of services mentions valet parking twice but
does not provide any information on the service desired by the Airport. Can the City please
provide proposed details of your desired valet parking service including such areas that will
be provided to the Service Provider to operate a valet service? These areas should include
a description of valet staging and storing areas including the total number of storage space
that will be dedicated to valet parking service.

RESPONSE: The City of Atlanta, Department of Aviation is seeking a company with
the expertise to manage and operate a first class valet service. The objective of this
service is to further enhance the level of customer service, satisfy a niche, while
maximizing the utilization of the parking areas. The airport is seeking creative,
innovative techniques and processes designed to meet and exceed airport
customers’ expectations. There are two staging areas identified for drop-off and
pick-up, which are located on level 3 of South Hourly Deck and on level 1 of North
Daily Deck. The South Deck staging area is comprised of 130 spaces and the North
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Daily deck is comprised of 147 spaces for the valet service. The storage area will be
configured based upon demand with up to 300 spaces initially. The storage location
has not been finalized at this time. The valet operation shall be operated 24 hours a
day, seven (7) days a week, three hundred sixty-five (365) days a year in an efficient -
and fiscally responsible manner. The Valet Parking System (VPS) is fully integrated
with the Parking Revenue Control System that utilizes on-line connectivity to
transmit data between the various field lane equipment, back-office workstations and
the Central service.

QUESTION: RFP Document Part 2, section 2.6, requires the submission of an operating
budget, “...which includes permitted subcontracting services (i.e. security, valet services,
ect).” Part 2 Section 2.7 requires the submission of a management fee.

RESPONSE: Statement, no guestion to answer.

QUESTION: Scope of Service, ltem H.4.c.) Requires a separate operating budget for Valet
parking. Is this separate budget to be submitted if the service is not subcontracted?

RESPONSE: Whether services are subcontracted or not, proponents are required to
submit a proposed, itemized operating budget that covers all services required in the
Scope of Services attached to the form of Agreement included in the solicitation
documents.

QUESTION: As the City may not determine to use a proposed valet parking service, if the
service is not subcontracted, should the proposers include a separate management fee for
valet services?

RESPONSE: See modification fo Exhibit A, Scope of Services, Section Il (H) item #4
of the RFP set forth in the attached documents below.

QUESTION: Can you confirm that this RFP requires submission as Joint Venture?
RESPONSE: Please refer to the Response provided for question #6 above.

QUESTION: Attachment 10, Hourly Wages, does not include an hourly wage rate for Valet
Parking Attendants. Please provide.

RESPONSE: DOA has no additional information to provide in response to this
question.

QUESTION: Shouid a Joint Venture include a ceriified MBE/WBE firm, can the participation
in the JV be counted toward the MBEWVBE goals of the contract?

RESPONSE: There is no Joint Venture requirement for this RFP, If a Joint Venture is
utilized, the Minority or Female business participation can self-perform part of the
required goals for one of the particular categories and that participation can count
towards the MBE/FBE goals required. When using a company with dual
certifications, MBE/FBE, proponents need to determine which category a
subcontractor will be used.
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QUESTION: Page 240 of the RFP, (Performance Bond) states that contractor is reguired to
furnish a Bond in the amount of 100% of the total contract. is this based on annual value to
be renewed each year over term? Also, what is included in the contract value to make up
the bond amount?

RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.

QUESTION: Is a bid bond required?

RESPONSE: No.

QUESTION: Who handles the credit card processing/clearing house, airport or contractor?
RESPONSE: Contracter will handie this.

QUESTION: Exhibit D, ltem |. requires a performance bond equal o 100% of the total
contract value. Can this be changed to be annual contract value?

RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.

QUESTION: Services Agreement — Section 2.3

States that if City exercises its options to renew beyond the initial 3-year term, then Service
Provider's compensation during the renewal term shall be set by City Council, based “on an
average of the amount paid during the initial three (3) year term.”

This differs from the Management Fee language in Exhibit A (pages 115 & 116) which
states that the Management Fee in the optional years will be the same as the fee in the
preceding contract year but increased by the lesser of 3% or the CPI.

Should proposers assume that the Management Fee language in Exhibit A will govern over
this Sec. 2.37

RESPONSE: See modification to Part 5, Services Agreement, Section 2.3.1 of the
RFP set forth in the attached documents below.

QUESTION: Exhibit D — insurance & Bonding Requirements (page 240)
indicates that a Performance Bond equal to 100% of the total contract value for the
duration of the entire term is required.

This could amount to a Performance Bond of over $50 million dollars, the cost of which will
ultimately be passed along to the City in the form higher management fees. The current
contract calls for a performance bond egual to one year's management fee, renewed
annually. This would not only be our preference but is in line with what we typically see in
the industry.

Would the City revise the Performance Bond requirement to the equivalent of the annual
management fee?

RESPONSE: See updated Exhibit D and Exhibit D-1 attached hereto.

than 5,000 spaces in a single facility and $30 million in public parking revenue annually. The
proposed General Manager must have a minimum of five (5) years of management experience
with at least three (3) years at a medium-hub or larger airport operation.

Replace with: Minimum Qualifications: To participate in this procurement, Proponent, at a
minimum, must have throughout the past five consecutive years, been continuously and actively
operating as the primary parking facility operator at one medium-hub airport {(as defined by the
FAA) having 12,000 or more multiHevel and surface public parking spaces with no less than
5,000 spaces in a single facility and $30 million in public parking revenue annually. The proposed
General Manager must have a minimum of five {5) years of management experience with at least
three (3) years at a medium-hub or larger airport operation.

INTENT AND PURPOSE

This Agreement is entered into between Standard Parking Corporation (the Company’)
and National Association of Government Employees, Local R13-500, servicing Service Employees
Intemational Union, Logal 1985, ("the Union”). It is the intent and purpose of the parties that this
agreement wiil promote and improve the economic welfare and working conditions of the Company
and its employees; that it will eliminate interruption of service and that it will contribute fo the
existence of a sound collective bargaining relationship. It is also the intent of the parties that
employees will be treated fairly and equitably at all times white on the job, and that employees and
supervisors will freat one another with respect on the job. 1t is further the intent and purpose of the
parties that this Agreement having been reached after hours of coliective bargaining, representing
concessions which have been made by both parties, covers wages, hours, working conditions and
all condifions of employment during the term of said agreement as hereinafter provided, and during
said period there shall be no reguirement or obligation on the part of either party to negotiate
conceming matters not covered by this agreement unless such matler involves a unilateral change
in a matter which is a mandatory subject bargaining as defined by the National Labor Relafions

Act.

ARTICLE 2

UNION RECOGNITION

ARTICLE 3
SUCCESSORS AND ASSIGNS

This Agreement, when executed by the parties hereto, shall be binding upon the Union

and the Company, their transferces, successors, heirs, executors, assigns, or any such other

equivalent designes, whether voluntary or pursuant to court decree. The parlies acknowledge and

understand that the Company employs bargaining unit employees at Atlanta Airport to provide

Atlanta. Likewise, the Union shall be nofified at feast thirty (30) days in advance of any sale or
assignment, or other change in name or ownership made by the Company.

The Union acknowledges and agrees that the Company cannot bind another entity or
successor to the ferms of this Agreement and that upon termination of the Company's contract with
the City of Allania or any extension or renewals thereof, that the Company shall have no further
obligation under this Agreement.

Nathing in this Arficle Is deemed fo prohibit any employee or the Union from raising timely
claims of contract violation(s) or law after the termination of the Company's contract with the Ciy of

Aflanta.

ARTICLE 4

PROBATION

Al employees shall be on probation for the first sixty (60) calendar days or employment.
During said probation period, the Company may terminate the employment of said employee for
any reason, and the Union will not grieve such action. This shall not apply to any allegation that an
employee has been discriminated against in violation of the non-discrimination article.

In keeping with the mutual commitment of the Company and the Union in the Agreeme.nt
expressed in Ariicle 1, Infent and Purpose, the Company shall provide the Union fifteen (15)
minutes to conduct a Union orientation for new hires during the trainingforientation sessions for
newly hired employees,

The Company will inform the Union one (1) week in advance of each planned “New

representative who will conduct the Union orientation. The Company and the Union will mutually

The Union will be allowed a fifteen (15) minute presentation. The Union representative
making the Union Orentation presentation will not be an on-duty employee. The Union
representative will not deviate from the script as outlined in this Agreement and will not speak

Nothing contained herein shall require the Company to discharge or in any way fo
discriminate against any employee who does not maintain membership, has been denied
membership, or has had his membership in the Union terminated for any reason.

work or methods, fo change machinery, or introduce new methods, techniques andfor machines
and services, to discharge and ofherwise discipline employees for just cause; to promote or
demote employees, to add fo or reduce the number and starting and ending times of shifis, the
schedules or numbers of hours to be worked and the worldorce, (o tay off and recall employees; fo
determine whom it shall hirs, the number of employees it shall employ at any time and the
qualifications necessary for any of the jobs it may have or may create in the future; to assign work
servicas required; to move, sell, close, liquidale, or consolidate in whole or in part, to establish a
drug testing policy; to change insurance carriers or to become self-insured,

It is agreed that the reserved management rights as set forth in this agreement, including the
foregoing sections shall not be subject to arbitration for impairment by an arbifration award), it
being understood that express contractual obligations of the company are subject to grievance and
arbitrafion as provided hereln,

The Union without waiving any rights under Federal, State, and Local Laws recognizes those
rights concemed with.!he marniagement of the business and the direction of the working forces are
exclusively that of the Company, except where modified, limited, or restricied by the terms of this
agreement. The Company shall have the right to establish and maintain reasonable work rules,
policies, andfor regulations so long as they do not abridge rights_given to the employee or the
Union under this agreement. Copies and amendments to such rules, polices, or regulations shall
be furnished to the Union Chapler President at least seven (7) days before their effective date,

unless such rule or regulations addresses an immediate safety or heaith hazard. In such cases,

the Company wilf provide copies of the rule and reguiation to the Union Chapler President
immediately. This seven (7) day review language does not apply fo any precedural methods

pertaining o day-to-day operations.




ARTICLE 7

DISCRIMINATION

i Neither the Company nor the Union shall discriminate against any employee because of
membership or non-membership in the Union, because of aclivity on behalf of or against the union
or because of race, color, creed, sex, pregnancy, national origin, citizenship, age, religion, veterans
status, or disability or sexual orentation,
2. The company will comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act.
3 The Union acknowledges that acfion taken by the Company to meet obligations under the
ADA may affect and change the contractual rights of other empioyees. The Union agrees to meat
with the Company in a mutual attempt to agree upon reasonable accommodations, which may be
required for any such individual with a disability. If no agreement is reached, then the Company
shall imptement what it beliaves is/are reasonable accommodations. The parties to this agreement
acknowledge that the legal obligations under the ADA suparsede the provisions of this agreement
and that any reasonable action taken fo meet the pariies’ obligations under the ADA which affects
rights of non-disabled employees under this agreement will not be considered a violation of the
agreement. The Union may request arbitration of employer actions required to accommodate a
qualified disabled persen but the question in arbitrafion will be limited to whether the
accommodations made for such disabled individual were reasenable within the meaning of the
ADA.

SENIORITY
1. Senlority is defined as the employee's first date of compensated service at the Company's

Atlantz Airport facility. Seniority shall accrue on a company-wide basis.
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Seniority shalf be the sole deténnining factor for,

(A)  Preference of shift within departments;
Departmental transfers shall be made with management's approval with no loss of
seniority;

{B) Selection of vacation time, personal days and holidays within administrative
guidelines for adequate notice;

{C)  Overiime distribution as set out in Article Vill, paragraph 3;

(D)  Lay-offs, furloughs, retum from furtough and call-back;

(E}  Retum from mifitary service.

{F Retum from leave of absence.

2. For the purposes of this Agreement, fime worked for a predecessor employer shall be

cansidered time worked for the Company. The Company shall determine an employee’s seniority
date based on the first date of compensated service. Where two or more employees are hired on
the same date, the Company shall designate the senior employee aiphabetically.

Employees promoted to non-bargaining unit positions for up fo sixty (60) calendar days
shall continue to accrue seniority. After sixty (60) days, Employees shall forfeit all seniority.
3 Overlime wilt be distributed as equilably as possible within each department. The
Company will post 2 weekly overtime volun{ser list in an area designated in each bargaining unit
for the purpose of employees signing up for overlime hours. The overtime volunteer list will be
posted for seven {7) days. QOvertime will be offered to employees on the vb!unteer list in seniority
order. If senior employees decline the overtime, it shall be assigned in reverse order of senlority,

and part-timers shalt be assigned first. The Company will give employees approved for overfime

4 Any employee laid off through no fault of hisfher own shall be placed on the recall fist for a
period of twelve {12) months.

8, Seniority Roster-The Company and Union will agree to a seniority roster for all
bargaining unit employees, showing names, departments, shift, and seniority dates. Such lists wil
be kept posted in a place accessible to all employees and will be revised monthly. Any change in
rate of pay for this previous month of seniority roster shall be reflecied on this month's posted
roster. The Company and Union will check the roster for ervors, and errors will be corrected within
seven (7) calendar days. Within seven {7} calendar days of the first of each month, the Chief
Stewand will be fumnished a copy of each revised seniority roster. In the event positions are
eliminated, employees will be eiiminated in order of reverse seniority. The company will offer
employees subject fo elimination an opportunity to il vacancies in other aspects of the Airport
Parking Operations in compliance with Article 14 of this agreement. The employee must meet
qualifications and requirements for the posttion.

PR - Only - Dispatcher positions shall require a minimum of six {6) months of driver
experience with the Company and forly (40) hours of training, Vacancies for the position of
Dispatcher will be posted a minimum of seven (7} days. Such notice shall be of uniform size and
shall be posted in a prominent location to be seen by all employees.

Cashlers - It is agreed that the Company will strive to maintain at least sixty five (65) full-
time positions. If, however the operation necessitates further reduction in the full-time ranks, the

Company and Union further agree to reduce the part-time positions on a one-to-one basis,
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Park-Rids ~ It s agreed that the Company will srive to maintain at least seventy (70} ful-
time positions and at least five (5) full-ime positions for maintenance. If, however, the operation
necessitates further reduction in the full-ime ranks, the company and the union further agree fo
reduce the pari-time positions on a one-to-one basis.

Clerical - It is agreed that the company shall strive to maintain at least seventeen {17} fulk
time positions. Hf, however, the operation necessitates further reduction in the full-time ranks, the
company and union further agree fo reduce the part-time positions on a one-to-one ratio.

Custodial Malntenance — The Union recognizes that the Company has the right to sub-
contract Maintenance Work, if during the ferm of this agreement, the Company determines it will
sub-contract alt or part of its custodial maintenance work the following paragraph of this arficle wil
be delsted.

It is agreed that the Company shall stive fo maintain at least twenty (20} full time
posilions. If, howaver, the operations necessitate further reductions in the full<time ranks, the
Company and the Union further agree to reducs the part-time positions on a one-to-one ratio.

Custodial Maintenance Employees displaced by sub-contracting shall remain eligible for all
rights and privileges afforded them in sections 4 an 5 of this Article 8 seniority as well as all other
rights and privileges goveming displaced employees in the coliective bargaining agreement.

. Courtesy - 1t is agreed that the Company shall strive to maintain at least four (4) fulktime
positions, If, however, the operation necessitates further reduction in the full-tme ranks, the

Company and the Union further agree to reduce the part-time positions on a one to one ratio.

ARTICLE 9

PRESERVATION OF RATES

1. Estabiished positiors shall not be discontinued and new ones created under a different
title, covering relatively the same class of work, for the purpose of reducing the rate of pay or
evading the application of these arficles.
2. Employees temporarily assigned to higher-rated work shall receive the higher rates while
performing such work. Employees temporarily assigned to lower-rated work will not have their rate
reduced.
3 The Company will notify the Union in writing as far in advance as praclicable, of the need
for any elimination, modification, or creation of a bargaining unit job.

the employee’s control. The Company shall make its determination within two (2) hours of the
employee’s notifying the manager.
2, Any employee who reporis fo work as scheduled and works at least one-half {1/2) of their
regular scheduled hours shall be paid for the full shift if the Company sends him/her home for lack

of work or other reasons beyond the employee’s conlrol.

'LEAVE OF ABSENCE

1. Any employee with six {6} months {180 Calendar days) or more service may request from
management, apprcvai for a leave of absence without pay, not less than fourleen (14) calendar
days and not to exceed four (4) months. The request must be made on a form provided by
management. The company may require appropriate physician's substantiation of the need for
such a leave, If the leave is medical in nature. The Company shall reinstate each such employee
receiving a leave of absence pursuant to this section, medical in nature, subject to a release by the
treating physician, provided that they can pass a physical examination by the Company docfor if
required by the Company. Upon retum to work, such employees shall be assigned fo their
previous shift. [f employee has been out one hundred twenty (120) days or more, the employee
must accept any shift avallable. Employees who have taken and/or exhausted their leave under
FMLA guideiines will rernain eligible for LOA within the same 12 month period

The Company may require the employee to use up vacation time and personal ime when
out on leave of absence, but not sick time unless the employee requests it on a form approved by
managemerif-.
2. Any empioyee leaving the employment of the company for the purpose of working full ime
for the Union will be given an unpaid leave of absence for a period not to exceed one (1) year
unless mutually agreed to by the Union and the Company. Such employees will continue to accrue
seniority, and upon refum such leave may exercise any and all rights as their accrued seniority

may entitie them {o, including rights to any shift and/or position created during their ahsenca,
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3, Family and Medical Leave

The Company will comply with the provisions of the Family and Medical Leave Act and
provide up fo twelve {12) weeks of unpaid leave to all eligible employees. This leave fime is to be
granted to employees dealing with ceriain medical or family related situations. Employees shall be
given up to a twelve (12) weeks leave of absence if they have worked for tweive (12) months or
fifty-two (52) weeks (not necassarily consecutive) prior to the request and for at least twejve
hundred and fifty {1250) hours over the previous twelve (12) months, _

Medical leave, under the FMLA guidelines, will be granted to an employee who suffers a
serious health condition that makes the employee unable to perform the employee’s job. When the
need for a leave is foresseable thirty (30) days in advance the employee will generally be required
to give the Company thirty (30) days notice for medical leave, but this may be waived by the
Company. If the need for leave is not foreseeable thirty (30) days in advance, the employee must
give notice of the need for leave within two {2) business days of leaming of the need for leave
except in extraordinary circumstances. Further, the Cosﬁpany may require medical cerfification of
the iliness. The employee must give the Company medical certification supporting the employee's
need for a leave of absence within fiteen (15) days of the Company’s request for such certification,
if that is practical under the circumstances.

The Company will grant an employee up to twelve {12) weeks of unpaid leave, under the
FMLA guidelines, because of the birth of a child, to care for an employee's newborn child or
because of the placement for adoption or foster care of a child, or for the care of an employee's
spouse, child, or parent who has a serious health condition. The employee will generally be
required fo give a thirty (30) days notice to the company of request of such leave if the need for the

leave is foreseeable.

The company may require the employee fo use up”vacation timr-; and personal days (but
not sick days unless the employee requests) against the twelve (12} weeks of FMLA leave,
bacause of his or her own illness, (including pregnancy), or fo care for a seriously ill family
member. The Company may require appropriate physicians substantiation of the need for stich
leave. The Company shall reinstate each such employee receiving a leave of absence pursuant to
this section consistent with the FMLA.

4, Employees who find that they are unable to work due to illness andfor injury shall promptly
report such illness and/or injury to the Company. Employees on leave of absence under the |
Family and Medical Leave Act shall continue to accrue seniority, and shall have their insurance
payments continued by the Company for the first twelve {12} weeks of leave. Employees on leave
of absence dus o liness or injury shall continue to accrue seniority, and shall have their insurance
payments continued by the Company for the first sixty (60) days of leave. It is not the intention of
this Agreement that the Company be required to pay premiums for longer than fwelve (12) weeks
under FMLA or sixty (60) days for finess or injury. If, at any fime, ihis leave provision combine with
Federal or State Law, has the effect of '!equiﬁng the Company to pay premlums beyond twelve (12)
weeks under the FMLA or sixty (60} days on account of illness or injury, the Union and Company
agree to develop language that will limit the Company’s duly to pay premiums to twelve (12) weeks
under FMLA or sixty {60) days iliness or injury.

5, Full-time employees who draw Social Security will be given a leave of absence upon
request so that they do not eam more money each year than is allowed under Soclal Security law,
These employees will continue fo accrue seniorify while on leave, These employees will receive
vacation pro-rated based on seniority and hours worked in the previous anniversary year. These
employees will continue fo be eligible for Company paid insurance coverage for the months they

work, but, to maintain coverage during the months not worked, the employees must pay to the
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Company the monthly cost of the coverage, in advance, befoé the first day of the month to which
the premium applies. These employees will receive holidays if they fall during the months they
work. Upon retum o work, such employees may be assigned to any regular shift available,

ARTICLE 12

GRIEVANCES

Any controversy arising out of the interpretation andfor execution of the terms of this
agreement, including discipline and discharge, shall be subject to this grievance procedure, Al
grievances shall be reduced fo writing prior to meeting with management, Al grievance responses
will be given to the Chief Steward of the appropriate bargaining unlt. In the event of unavailability
of the chief steward, any stewand is authorized to receive the Company response. The steward will
sign and date the response for receipt only. All grievances shall be initiated within five (5) working

days of the alleged vioiation in the following manner:

Step 1,

Steward and affected employee(s) shall meet with the Step 1 manager within five (5)
working days of receipt of the grievance, The meeting will izke place as quickly as possible within
the five (5) working days, on a day acceptable by all the parties. The step 1 manager will retumn a
written response within five (5) working days of hearing the dispute on the grievance form itself or
by separate correspondence.

Step 2.

Faiiing setflement in Step 1, the grievant, steward and chief steward shall meet with the
Step 2 manager within five (6) working days of the Step 1 response. The Unlon representative
may alse attend this meeling. The meefing will take place as quickly as possible within the five (5)

working days, on a day acceptable io all parties. The Step 2 manéger will refurn a written
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response within five (5) working days of hearing the dispute on the grievanca itself or by separate
correspondence

Step 3,

Faiing setllement in step 2, the, grievant, steward, chief steward shall meet with the
General Manager or hiser designee within five (5) warking days of the Step 2, response. The
meeling will take place as quickly as possible within the five (5) working days, on a day acceptable
to all parties. The General Manager or hisher designee will retum a written respanse within five
(5) working days of hearing the dispute on the grievance form itself, or by separate
correspondenca. A copy of that response will be furnished to the union's Chapter President or
designee. AtStep 3 the General Manager's Designee may not be the Step 1 or Step 2 manager.

Grievances relating to suspension or discharge or cash control violation, with maoney due
an employee, will be initiated at Step 3 of the grievance procedure to avoid any unnecessary loss
of pay to suspended or discharged employee.

The time limits set forth herein shall be strictly construed but may be extended by mutual
agreement, confirmed in writing, In the event the Company fails to respond at any step of the
grievance procedure, the grievant shall be made whole. Shoukd the Union fail to meet time limits
herain, the grievance shall be considared withdrawn.

Money due to the grievant after the Step 3 decision, such as back pay, efc. shall be paid to
grievant by the next payroll period or by payroll comection, whichever comes first.

If, in the process of handiing a grievance, the Company relies on fime sheets, time cards,
swipe print out, pay records, personnel files or olher company records in justification or defense of
its action the records so relied upon shall be made available to the Union for inspection,

examination and copying. The Company is required to provide any other relevant information or
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data or records the Union might request o resolve the g&evance. The Union shall bear any
expense associated with compliance with this provisfon.

It is undersiood and agreed that each grievance shall be considered a separate matter,
except that grievances arising out of an identical set of facts or the same incident or issue involving
more than one person may be filed as group grievances.

If it is necessary to observe the job in operation as part of the grievance investigation, the
Union representative designated may, upon prior appointment, be permitted to visit the facility for
the purpose of observing such job. Such visits will be scheduled at a §me of the least possible
interference with operations. The Union representative may, at the oplion of the Company be

accompanied by a representative of management while observing such job.

ARTICLE 13

ARBITRATION

In the event the parties cannot arrive at a safisfactory setilement of the dispute, the Union’
may seek arbitration of said dispute within thirty (30) calendar days of the Step 3 response. The
Union will send a lefter to the Company stating that they are taking the grievance to arbitration wilh
acopy of the letter the Union had sent to the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service FMCS.

In the event arbitration is necessary, FMCS shall be requested to submit a list of seven {7)
arbitrators.  The Company and the Union shall strike from sald list altemately, striking ane (1)
name each time, until one (1} arbitrator is left and he or she shall be the arbitrator for the particular
case. The right to strike first shall be determined by the fiip of a coin,

If mutually agreed upon by both the Company and the Union, an arbitrator may be soliclied
and selected from the American Arbifration Associaion (AAA) in lieu of using the Federal
Mediation and Conciliation Service.

The Arbitralor's coét and expeﬁses shall be bome vby the Iosing_party. The arbitrator’s
award shall determine the losing party. If there is a splint decision in which neither party can be
designated as the losing party, the costs shall be bome equally.

The decision of the arbitrator shall be final and binding on both parties. The arbitrator shall
ot have the power to add to, disregard, or modify any of the terms of this agreement.

Within forty-five (45) calendar days of the final Company decision at Step 3, the parties will
meet with a jointly-selected mediator in an attempt to resolve the grievance, The mediation shall
be non-binding and the obligation fo submit to the procedure is conditioned on their being no fee to
the mediator, and upon the entire proceeding being inadmissible at arbitration, including evidence,
issues and settlement offers. To the greatest extent possible, more than one grievance will be
processed in a single mediation sessian.

ARTICLE 14

VACANCIES

Al vacancies within department shali be posted on the designated bulletin board(s} stating:
days off, shift, effective start date, and whether or not the position is full-time or part-ime for a
period of seven (7) days. The Company will notify the employee and Chief Steward of the name of
the employee(s) awarded the vacant job within forty-eight (48) hours of vacancy being filied.
Seniority shalf be the sole determining factor when bidding on a shift within the employees
départment Uf)on request, the Company will provide the list of bidders on vacancies 1o the Chief
Steward.

An employee cannot bid on a shift while out on Leave of Absence or FMLA leave,

However, in the event of a general mark-up {re-bid) all empioyees will be allowed to bid.

2:00 PM and 7:00 PM. Any employes who is nol considered a *D” shift employee, but works a D" shif
schedule will be eligible for D" shifl rate. Anyone who works six {6) or more hours into the *D” ghift wil be
pald the differential for hours worked in the D’ shit. A “D" shift employees who works a non "D shift wil be
paid at the standard rate.

£, For the ferm of the confract (baginning in March 2010) the Company witt add one year fo the Seniority Table
(a one paercent [1.0%} increase) for the next year for the Clerical, Park Ride, Cashiers, LP.1, and
Maintenance employess af the same fime each year in March as the CPi increase Is adjusted. As an
example, the maximwm is curently $15.96 for an employee with 20 years seniority. In March of 2010, a
twenty ona (21) year rate of $16.12 wi be added and this new rate will also be subjsol to CPlincreases.

ARTICLE 16
VACATIONS

1 All full-time employees will be entitled to paid vacations. Vacaﬁons will be paid based

on the average number of hours worked on a weekly basis during the previous three month period
with a maximumn of forty (40) hours per week. After one (1) year of full time service, employees wil
receive — forty (40) hours; after two {2) years of full time service, eighty (80} hours; after eight (8)
years of full time service, one hundred twenty {120} hours; after 12 years of full time service, one

hundred sixty (160} hours. When a holiday falls during an employee's vacation, the employee will
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receive holiday pay with vabaﬂon pay. -When a vacation day s taken on 111_3 holiday the holiday will
be put in the holiday rotation.

2. All full-ime employees entitled to paid vacations as set out in Section A pf this arficle

may take their vacafion ime as follows:

A} With one (1) week, forty (40) hours vacation, the employee shall be enfitled to use
hisfher vacation in daily intervals.

B) Allemployees with two (2) weeks, eighty (80) hours or more of vacation may elect
to take only one (1) week or forty (40) hours in dally or weekly intervals. Al
vacalion in excess of one (1) week or forty hours {40) shall be taken in weekly
infervals.

3. All unused vacation time, up to (120) hours will be paid on or immediately after the
employees anniversary date, except that employees shall be required to use at least one (1) week
{40).hours of vacation per year and employees will not receive additional pay for this one week (40)
hours. Employees must request payment for unused vacation. Requests jor all unused vacation
must be submitied, on the Company issued request form, within thiry (30) days of the employes's
anniversary date. Request for payment after thirty (30) days will not be considered. .

4 .Vacations will be granted on the basis of seniority.

5 Ali vacation requests must be made at feast thirty (30) days in advance of the

requested vacation, but not less thén fourteen (14) days, on the Company issued request form.
Management will refiim a written approval or disapproval within ten (10) days of requested time off.
6. The employer agrees fo granl as much time per depariment as possible so long as it does
not adversely sffect operations. |

7. if the employee is terminated and has eamed vacation, the employee will be paid for

unused vacation, up to one hundred and twenty (120) hours, except in cases where money is due
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the Company from the em}ﬁ!oyee. or ﬁhen the employee is‘discharged fo_r significant misconduct
including, but not limited to embezzlement or theft of any type, willful disregard for safety
regulations, intentional destruction of company property.

8. Employees who have already achieved a certain vacation level and are subject to
otherwise have a reduction in vacation fime as a result of the standardization of vacation benefits
for all employees will be considered fo be “Grandfathered In” and retain the benefit level they
formerly enjoyed. Example: an employes with six {6) years tenure who formerly received three (3)
weeks vacation after five (5) years would coninue to receive three (3) weeks vacation even though
he has not worked the (B) eight years required for three (3) weeks vacafion under previous
ianguage.

9. Employees who have accrued vacation in full-time status and then switch fo part-fime

status will be paid for any vacation not yat used.

ARTICLE 17

HOLIDAYS

FULL TIRE

The following holidays will be considered paid holidays for all full time employees after the
completion of their sixty (60) day probationary period. n rorder to qualify for holiday pay,
employees must work their regularly scheduled shift before and after the holiday, including the
holiday if scheduled to work. Hollday pay will be based on the number of hours of the employee's
regular shift and will only be paid on the day of the holiday, Full fime employees who are
scheduled fo work on the holiday will be paid at the rate of one and one-half (1 & %) fime of their
nﬁ:mai rate of pay for all hours worked in addition to holiday pay:

New Year's Day July 48

Thanksgiving Day Christmas Day
Memorial Day
Holiday time off for all full fime ehployees will be rotated fairly. All requests for holiday time off
must be requesied on a form provided by management not less than five (5) days in advance of
the holiday. Management reserves the right to determine and schedule hollday time off for all non
essential personnel. Management will give a response to all requests rot less than three (3)
business days before the holiday.
PART TIME
The following halidays will be considered paid holidays for all part time employees after the
completion of their sixty (60) day probationary period. In order fo qualify for holiday pay,
employees must work their regularly scheduled shift before and after the holiday. Part time
employees who work on the following holidays will be paid at the rate of one and one-half (1 & %)
time of their normal rate of pay for all hours worked In addition lo holiday pay. Par-Time holiday
pay will be based on the number of hours of the employes's reguiar scheduled shift, Example:
Four (4) hour part time shift equals four {4) hours of holiday pay, plus rate of one and one half time,
New Year's Day
Thanksgiving Day
Christmas Day
For the following holidays, part time employees who work the Holiday will be paid at rate of
one and one-half (1 & 1) time, but shall not be paid holiday pay:
Martin Luther King Jr's Birthday Labor Day

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ARTICLE 18

HEALTH INSURANCE

1 The Company shall provide to all fuil-time active employees who have successfully

- completed their probationary period the Company's Medical Plan, summaries of which have been

provided to the Union and which shall be made available to bargaining unit employees upon
request and whose benefils shall be as described in the summary plan description and explanation
bookiets. Each employee at hire or upon employee’s request shall receive a one page synopsis of
the plan coverage. Coverage will commence on the first day of the month following the completion
of the employee's probationary period as long as the forms and information required by the
insurance company have been retumed to the Company in time to start the coverage. If an
employee fails to retum the appropriate forms on or before the effective date of the coverage, the
Company shall not be required lo provide coverage uniit the next enroliment period, as defined by
the Company.

2, The Company shall pay the full premium cost for employee’s coverage under the plan.
Empioyees who desire family coverage will pay 75% of the difference between the costs of the
single coverage premium and the family coverage premium. These premium payments are due
from the covered employee in advance of the month of coverage. Failure by the employes to
make payment in advance, by voluntary payroll deduction or otherwise, will result in the
canceltation of dependent coverage with reinstalement to be govemed by the rules and regulations
of the insurance carrier.

3 For the life of this Agreement, the Company shall provide at no cost to all

full-time employees who have completed their probafionary period Life insurance coverage of

$10,000.00 and Accidental Death and Dismembemment coverage with a maximum benafit of
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$10,000.00, provided the ehployee fills out and retumns to méﬁagement ihe_ necessary enroliment
forms. The Company will provide each full-ime employee information from the insurance
company, including phane aumber and policy number of the Life Insurance company.

4, There shall be no increase in cost fo the employee for single health insurance coverage
during the life of this Agreement. However, the Union specifically recognizes the right of the

Company to change insurance providers andfor administrators so long as the coverage is

| substentially similar to that provided under the Uniled Health plan and/or current Life and AD & D

policies.

5. The Company shall offer dental insurance coverage through a carrier and under a plan
that is commensurate with the current pian in both benefits and cost subject to availability,
Employees shall be required to pay the full cost of any premiums for dental insurance.

6. Notwithstanding Section 4 above, the Company and Union agree that the cumrent health
insurance benefits and costs for single coverage for the employee and the percentage paid by
employees for dependent coverage shail remain unchanged uniess and unfil any of the following
occurs:

A. The Company is awarded a new contract for management of the parking
operations at the Aflanta Airport that includes limits for the Company's
reimbursement of health and life insurance premiums at a level less than
needed to maintain the surrent benefits of the Company provided health
insurance benefits.

B. The Company is awarded a new management contract that Includes fmits for
the Company's reimbursement of health and life insurance premiums at a
level more than is needed o maintain the cument benefits of the Company
provided health insurance benefits,

C. The City of Atlanta reduces its funding for the insurance benefits.

7. If any changes listed in 6 A or B or C occur, the Union or the Company has the rght to

re-open the Health Insurance Arlicle for negotiation. The Company or the Union shall nofify in
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writing the other party of their desire to 6pen Article 18 for neébtiation. The_Company an the
Union agree io begin negotiations with ths other party to this Agreement within 10 business days of
receipt of nofification from the other party.
8. In the event of 8 A or B, the Company will make changes to the health insurance plan that
are required to mest the requirements per the New Parking Management Confract. The Company
will advise the Union President for Atlanta Airport Parking Workers prior to making any changes.
The Company will make all reasonable efforts to provide coverage as close to the existing plan as
possible. The Company will provide a summary of the proposals being considered by the
Campany fo the Union prior {o implementing any change,
8, in the event of 6 C, the Company will make all reasonable attempts to obtain proposals for
modified coverage that is as close to the exisling plan as possible, The Company shall nofify the
Union in writing of their desire to open Article 18 for negofiation. The Company will provide a
summary of the propasals being considered to the Union. The Company and the Union agree fo
begin negotiations with the other parly to this Agresment within 10 business days of receipt of
nofification from the other party. In the event the Company and the Union are unable to reach
agreement after 60 days, the Company will implement the madified plan.

ARTICLE 19

UNION DUES CHECK-OFF

1. During the term of this agresment, the employer shall deduct on a bi-weekly basis the
monthly Union Dues and initiation fees (but not assessment for fines) from the wages of those
employees whose voluntary check-off authorization has beeh submitted to the Company. All
amounts deducted by the Company shall be forthwith remitted by the Company to the Union by the
fifteenth (15%) of the following month for which deductions were made, and the Company shall also

fumish to the Union, with eéch remiﬁanbe, a list showing ﬂ'sewnames of eac; employee whose
monthly union dues are included in the remittance and the amount thereof, and a fist of employees
whose initiation fees, if any, are included in the remittance and the amount thereof, The amouni of
Union Bues to be deducted will be certified to the employer by the Union,

2, The Company agrees to deduct COPE (Committee on Political Education) contributions
authorized by the employees. The Union agrees to forward signed COPE authorization forms o
the appropriate Company representatives far payroll deduction. These funds shall also be remitted
to the Union by the fifteenth (15%) of the following month for which deductions were made.

3 If the employer complied with the conditions sat forth above, the Unlon agrees to hold the

Company harmless and waives any rights to take any action on its behalf,

ARTICLE 20

NO STRIKE - NO LOCK QUTS

1. The Union agrees during the term of this agreement that it will not encourage, sanction,
authorize, condone, rafify or approve any strike, sympathy strike, work stoppage, slowdown or
other interference with work, picketing of any kind or form whatsoever, however peaceful, nor
demonstrations, displays or advertisements tending o inclte sympathy, protests, or boycotts, or
similar actions against the Company or its services. On the contrary, the Union will actively
discourage and endeavor by using every legal means at its disposal to prevent or terminate any of
the foregoing instances cited in this section.

A Additionally, in the event of any of the foregoing Instances cited, the Union upon writien
nofification by the Company, will immediately communicate to all Union members that the action is
not authorized and direct them fo immediately cease the violation or they may suffer immedlate

sanctions from the Union. A letter fo this effect shall be signed by an authorized representative of
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the Union and a copy of séch lettef wiﬂ be sent fo the Coﬁbany who will_ be free to communicate
same, as it deems appropriate.

3 It is expressly understood that the Company in administering discipline, including
discharge, for violations cited in this section may distinguish between leaders and other
participants if it deems appropriate. Only the question of whether or not the employee did in fact
participate in the violation of this section shali be subject to the grievance procedure.

4, As evidence of its determination to fully honor this pledge, the Union expressly
acknowledges that the Company maintains, without fimitation, its legal right to institute action for
full monetary damages or other legal remedies at Iaw or inequity against the Union or its
representatives and agents.

5. The Company shall not lock out its empioyées during the term of this agreement.

6. As evidence of its determination to fully honor this pledge, the Company expressly
acknowtedges that the Union maintains, without limitations, its legal right to institute action for full
monetary damages or other legal remedies at law on inequity against the Company or its
representatives and agents.

ARTICLE 21
STEWARDS

1. The Company will recognize stewards elected andfor appointed by the Union as the
representatives of the Union for all matters arising under this agreement to the extent permitted

herein.
2. The Company will recognize six (6) stewards from Park Ride, one (1) steward from LPI

Clerks/Auditors, one (1) steward from Courlesy, two (2) slewards from Clerical, twelve (12)

stewards from Cashiers, two (2) stewards from Custodial ﬁaintenanee and a Chief Steward for
each bargaining unit. Altemate‘Stewards will serve in the absence of the reqular Steward.
3. Union Stewards shall be allowed fo conduct Union business on the Company's ime and
premises for & rﬁaximum of thirty (30) minutes per investigative incident with management's
permission. When Union business requires a steward to leave hiser duty station, the steward will
get permission from a management official. The Company will not unreasonably withhold such
permission. At no time will Union business be performed in any manner that interferes with
customer sarvice.
4 Employees who are being disciplined or interviewed for possible discipfine shall have the
fight to the presence of a Union Steward, if requested by the employee. The Company will not
take any disciplinary action against an employee if it has denied the employee the presence of the
steward, after hisiher request, unless, after making a good- faith effort, the Company is unable fo
secure a steward,
5. The Union will notify the Company in writing of the names of its stewards, their jurisdiction
and any changes therein.

ARTICLE 22

DISCIPLINE

1. The Company shall not discipline or discharge any bargaining unit employee without Just
cause. For the purpose of this section, an employee doss not become a “bargaining unit 7
employee untif the completion of histher 60-day probationary period. |
2 The Company agrees to utilize the principles of progressive discipline in all but the most
serious offenses, which offenses shall be listed in the Company’s policy manual and fumished fo

all employees and the Union. Where the Contract and the Company Policy Manual/Handbook

employee is away from work during that forty-eight (48) hour time period, the Employer will give the
notice o the Employee on the next day the Employee is back at work. If the employee does not
retum to work on the next scheduled work day or if the employee's next scheduled workday is
mare than five (5} days out, the Company will mail out the disciplinary notice to the employee, In
cases of disciplinary action involving suspension or discharge, the Employer will deliver a copy of
any such suspension or discharge action face to face to an employee within twenty-four (24) hours
of the employee’s next day back at work, or stich notice of suspension or discharge will be mailed
to the employee within forty-gight (48) of the Employer's knowledge of the incident in question,
The Employer will provide a copy of all Disciplinary actions, including Suspension and Discharge,
to the union within the same time frames as stated above.

The Company will
provide and maintain a sufficient number of first-aid kifs on the premises so that one is always
readily accessible o employees. The Company will use its best efforts fo insure that the City of
Attanta responds promptly fo maintanance or safety problems in booths and in all vehicles. The
Company shall provide a functioning emergency call bution or other method of communication in
calling for assistance. The Company will provide personnel at night to accompany cashiers
walking fo the office upon request.

The Company and Union agree to form a joint Safely and Training Committes consisting of
the following appointees: three (3) cashiers, one (1) clerical employee, one (1) courtesy driver,
one (1) LPI clerk or auditor and three (3} Park-Ride Vehicle Maintenance employees, The purpose
of this Commitiee shall be to discuss and infroduce policies and practices pertaining to employee
safety and training procedures.

In the event that any provision of this agreement is declared invalid or void by statute or
judicial decision, such action shall not invalidate the entire Agreement. It is the express intention of
the parties that all other provisioné not declared invalid or void shall remain in full force and effect.

In the event that any provision of this agreement is declared invalid or void; the parties agree to



meet promply upon request of the other party in an attempt to reach an agresment in a substitute

No work under the Agresment may be commenced until all insurance and bonding
requirements contained in this Exhibit D, or required by applicable law, have been
complied with and evidence of such compliance satisfactory to City as to form and
content has been filed with City.

At the time Service Provider submiis to City its execuied Agreement, Service Provider
must satisfy all insurance and bonding requirements required by this Exhibit D and
applicable by law, and provide the required written documentation to City evidencing
such compliance. In the event that Service Provider does not comply with such
submittal reguirements within the t©ime period established by the solicitation
documents applicable to the Agreement, City may, in addition to any other rights City
may have under the solicitation documents applicable to the Agreement or under
applicable law, make a claim against any proposal security provided by Service Provider.

If the Service Provider is an entity (e.g., corporation, lirited liability company, etc.j or a
partnership {e.g., general partnership, limited partnership, joint venture, etc.) then
Service Provider shall tender insurance certificates and honds in the name of Service

2. Project Number & Name

3. Minimum Financial Security Reguirements
